SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.—Joaquin 


Miller, the poet of the Sierras, who re- 
•cently went to Honolulu to prepare a 
hiatory of the Hawaiian islands, for an 
eastern publishing house, and who WIIB 
in Honolulu during tlio recent revolu- 
tion, returned to California today on the 
steamer Alametla. 


Tho poet loft Honolulu suddenly, with 


no other baggage than a copy of his 
poeina. 
His intended departure was 


kept a secret its he Buys ho was afraid 
'the alliuialB of the government would 
put him in prison. Miller is very bit- 
teragaiuiU the mini in control in Ha- 
waii. He ileiipuncea the treatment ac- 
corded the political prisoners ;is barbar- 
ous in the extreme and naya that men 
arts dying in prison fur want, of iiir and 
proper food. He predicts that a. Uli* 
blistering expedition "'ill bo organized 
to go to Honolulu and rescue the politi- ; 
<al prisoners. When asked if ho was ! 
done with Hawaii the poet said: 
"I have not begun. I am going to 


wait and BL-O who goes down there to 
liberate those men. Possibly they may 
bo sot ut liberty when their captors got; 
badly scared, for they ore awful cow- 
ards. 
But if they do not liberate 


them, the very last and lowcet of politi- 
cal prisoners, and the 1 anil a appropri- 
ated for rfho natives and the Queen un- 
der the muue of Crown hauls, I shall go 
to Japan. I am no stronger at the Jap- 
anese court. 1 think I shall only have 
to state the ciieu and promise political 
rights to the oppressed 20,000 contract 
slaves of Japan down there to net an 
iron clad, Thuro are hundreds of good 
men down there kept iu the vile prisons 
by men who betrayed ft woman und 
robbed hor, and there in plenty of gold 
mid a kingdom waiting for whoever will 
liberate those good men. 


"Tho soldiers down there will not 


fight for Dole. They won't fight to keep 
those men in prison. H is not human. 
In fact they are all falling out. I doubt 
if Dole has any friends at all who are 
not under pay »a civil or military oiti- 
cora.or in nomo way interested in his oli- 
garchy. There lias boon nothing nearly 
HO monstrous since the Keigii ol Terror. 
The yard in front ot tho penitentiary ia 
•crowded with poor native women wait- 
ing turns to see father, husbands, sons. 
I have often gone early in the morning 
and waited tlit) whole day through with- 
out venturing to intercede. I had to bo 
very careful t'or fear I might do harm 
instead of good. I am in the possession 
Of fearful fuels*. 1 call the attention of 
the world to thcHeuftw waiting too long. 
Too many in jail down there. If that 
prison were here tho women of Califor- 
nia would not lot it stand two days." 


Miller makea an appeal for books to 


bo sent to the political prisoners, an they 
imvo notliinir tu do and nothing to read, 
juid unless they have something to di- 
vert' their minds, they may go mud. 
Spenking of President Dole, Minor said, 
"tie is perhaps thu noblest-looking 


man to be found at tho htwil of any gov- 
•ernment, but how he can go to church 
regularly as ho does, breathing the fresh, 
sweet Sunday air of Honolulu, while 
those hundreds ot hollow oyea are peer- 
lug through the bars ami thoao livid lips 
.ore gasping for breath, is something I 
•don't know." Of the ex-<|iieen Miller 
says: 
"Of all those who participated in her 


arrest and trial, and of all that was said 
and done, the only Christian was that 
iioor, dusky old woman in tho midst of 
hundreds of cruel men. The only Christ- 
ian act or utterance ciime from her."

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The Bath 


Iron Works, contractors for building the 
ram Katamlin, put that vessel througl 
an unofficial trial at Bath yesterday.

"I am employed by the Cincinnati 
utbern Railroad as a detective, and 
ueaday morning received n telegram 
om Superintendent Grigge to report at 
unereet. 
"I reported and naked tho atiperin- 
ndentwhut waa wanted, lie replied 
nt lie wanted mo to como down to 
lattnnoo&i that night. Ho did not 
1 anything further about what was 
jug to happen, but I suspected aomo- 
ing waa wrong, I thought I wan 
ing into danger nnd prepared myaclf 
ith a double barrel shotgun. 
Griflin, the chiel detective of the road, 
id Will Eddy, another detective, enino 
it on the train also. They were pre- 
ired with double-barrel aboiguns. LMdy 
d myself were pitting in the eanie Beat, 
jile Grittin waa aecreted in tlie expreaa

>icked up near the dead man, was shot i 
ljrough the breast. Pie waa carried to 
tie depot at Greenwood, where he died, 
"hia mnn was about 30 yeare of age, 
nd waa a tough customer. 
"The leader of the gang ia a man by 
be name of Underwood, and he is a 
eaperate 
character, I don't know 


which way the man went after the affair 
waa over.

Asked to Take 


Active Measures at Once. 


WASHINGTON, Mnrch 27.—It was eaid

A number of tho billa pusaed by tbo 


legislature, ami nigned by Governor Budd 
on Monday, ara ol considerable impor- 
tance to tlio people of Fresno county. A 
brief explanation of a few ol these billa 
will be found below. There were nearly 
11)00 blllo introduced in tho legislature, 
and about one iu six passed, and the 
governor is now signing or vetoing tho 
ItOO wliicli have reached his hands. Tho 
following epitome of bills wan furnished 
through tho kindness of Senator Pedlar: 


Assembly bill 117 relates to the com- 


missioner in the foreclosure of mort- 
gages. Heretofore the law made no pro- 
vinioii, in the case of the death or disa- 
bility ot the commissioner, for settling 
tbq unfinished business.

ThtiB it will bo Been that the teachers' 
pension law is not apt to excite any great 
enthusiasm at present. The fact that 
;hero is not a dollar in tho fund to start 
with ia a disadvantage calculated to huvo 
a discouraging effect. The law without 
tho money is somewhat like the play of 
"Hamlet" with Hamlet left out. 


Senate bill 50 relates to fraudulent in- 


struments and transfers. Tho effect of 
it is that the man who gets his d(fm- 
ment on iilo first, holds the property. 
The result will probably bo to make 
people more prompt in having papers 
recorded. 
Senate bill 10(i relates to the members 


of paid lire departments. Each mem- 
ber must have a vacation once a year 
of from fifteen to thirty days, with full 
pay. ' 
Senate bill 201, if properly enforced, 


will result in more good to the people of 
California than any other law passed 
thia session. It provides for pure food 
and drugs. It is iu effect tho same law 
which has been in effect in Ohio for six 
years and has driven adulterated food 
from that state. It is wide reaching. 
Tho grocer who sells maple sugar which 
is made of sorghum and tannin; the sa- 
loon keeper who sells whiskey made of 
aconite and blue vitriol; the shop keeper 
who sells fruit jellies with not a particle 
of fruit in them, will all be liable. Every 
food compound must show ft label con- 
taining all tho ingredients of the com- 
pound, and the percentage of each.

HONOLULU, March 20.—Martial law 


waadtclarodoff on Man-h 18. Tho inLi- 
tary commission haa bee a tuljourncd, 
anil tlie larger part ot tlio li'O prisoners 
brought before this body are now work- 
ing out thuir EouUmcea in tho quarries 
and on tho roada. The interest ol tho 
past few days has centered principally 
in tho sessions ol tho advisory council, 
which baa been passing laws bearing 
directly upon the recent rebellion. 


A law of no little interest to the de- 


ported contingent makes it unlawful for 
any person to land in the Hawaiian 
islands from any vessel arriving fi 
foreign port who is a criminal or refugee 
from justice or wbo bay been convicted 
of crime, or who haa been under arrcet. 
for a criminal ofienso, and haa departed 
or escaped from the Hawaiian islands in 
order to avoid trial, or who has been de- 
ported from tbo Hawaiian islands by 
order of the president or marshal in 
time of martial law, or who has been 
banished by the sentence of any court, 
unless such person shall have received 
permission iroui the minister of foreign 
affaire eo to laud. 


A violation of this law by an attempt 


to land in the islands ia punishable by 
u term of imprisonment at hard labor 
not exceeding two years and a tine not 
exceeding $r»000. Any master of a ves- 
sel who knowingly brings such people 
back to the country is subject to a tine 
of 8500 for each person brought and 
landed, or he may be imprisoned for a 
year at hard labor and hia vessel not 
given clearance until the line ia paid. 


An indemnity law for acts done dur- 


ng martial law has also boon passed 
mil nn act creaunt; tho supreme court u 
court of claims. 
An act which has cre- 


ated more or leas adverse comment 19 
ono providing for the deportation of 
dangerous persons convictud of con- 
spiracy against tho established system 
of Government. H was, however, paused 
by the unanimous vote of the councils 
and ia generally considered a protection 
to tbi) government against lawless peo- 
ple who come to the islands fur little 
else than to make trouble. 


The disposition of Lilinokulim idealis- 


ing not a few rumors, but the govorn- 
mtml oilicials state that nothing has 
Ix-en done or suggested other than ia al- 
ready in force. Attorney General Smith, 
on being asked what disposition wae to 
be made of tho ex-ljueon, said : "She's 
already disposed of.
